. Action Following 1943 Riots 


CHICAGO—Out of the race riots 
that flared last spring in Detroit, 
Los Angeles and New Jersey has 
sprung a “grass roots’ movement 
which is spreading quietly across 
the country in seeking a solution 
of the race problem; 

The story is-told by two officials 


tireless workers with the»problem 
of Negro-white relations in the 
‘United States; 

“It’s proof of the healthiness of 
our democracy,” they declare. 

The movement’ started because 
some private .citizen realized fut- 
ure rioting would endanger his 
home and business, and indtced 
the mayor of his town to organize 
an inter-racial committee. 

This. process has been repeated 
in 100 communities and perhaps 
‘more. It came to the attention of 
thé® Rosenwald. Fund- when’ the 
committees asked for information 
and advice. h 

“Most people think nothing con- 
structive has happened since. the 
riots occurred,” says Will W. Alex- 
ander, vice president of the fund. 
*All over the country people of the 
‘local level responded. The fact 
that that has taken place without 
any suggestion from us or the Fed- 
eral government is amazing.” 

The first job of nearly every 
rommittee’was to serve as a rumor 
tlinice—to study them, verify or 
quash them. Because a city’s police 
force usually has the closest con- ‘iets 
tact with its minority groups, the M 
tommittee worked to make the 
police ‘more effective in handling 
the people. ; 

The third chore was to iron out 
transportation friction, War work- 
ms jamming buses on -the way to

They kept a weather eye on 
any rumblings that might burst 
into open eruption. 

“These. riots don’t start over- 
night,” says Alexander. “They | 
take time.” i 

The committees delved into em- 
ployee-employer relations, where, 
the Federal governmnet also has 
prodded an. investigating finger. 
National policy declarations of 
most unions, the Rosenwald offi- 
cjals say, have been for “absolute 
eguality,” but local practices, re- 
ports Edwin R. Embree, president 
of the Rosenwald Fund, ‘have in- 
cluded everything from equality to 
exclusion.”

The calibre of their re- 
porting has improved the stories 
coming out of the nation’s. capi- 
tal to an invaluable extent... 

‘Añother newspaper, in the 
Midwest, ,has. recently. émployéd 
a full-time reporter as its. New 
York correspondent, at a salary 
that was at the top of those paid 
home-town reporters a few years 
back. And what is more, there 
seems to be a grand scramble 
among the publishers to- secure 
college-trained and well-inform- 
ed reporters and copy-desk men 
at salaries that heretofore could 
be reached only by top-notch’ ad- 
vertising Solicitors. . 

Perhaps it is the war. Perhaps 
it is the demand of the Négro 
readers; Perhaps it is the 
growth in stature’of the editors, 
Perhaps it is the expansion of the 
publishers’ pocketbooks. But, 
whatever. it is, our newspapers 
are. coming into their own in the 
reportorial end of the game,

For it. is 
an essential of democracy that while the majority will rule 
in the taking of specific decisions no~ citizen or group of 
citizens shall be denied the benefits of those guaranteed 
rights and liberties which are the warp and woof of 
democracy. j 
TO THE NEW GOVERNOR: 

Perhaps, in no area of New Jersey life is there less 
democratic representative of colored citizens than in the 
various policy-making bodies. 

As Mr. Edge takes his seat as Governor, we can think 
of no more immediate and practical way ofcorrecting this 
unsavory fact than for him to appoint a colored citizen to 
the State Education Department and Department of ‘Labor 
—to the State Civil Service Commission or- such other 
body as is concerned with fair employment. ; 

If we mention education and employment, above all else, 
it is because these two fields are at once two of the most 
important and the two to which the appointment of a 
colored- citizen -would represent the simplest justice and 
propriety. 

Certainly, the presence of colored citizens on these two 
bodies would be a step in the democratic direction and an 
earnest, of the desire to improve the tone and quality of 
the community life. i 

Finally, it would be good and ‘statesmanlike for Mr. 
Edge to appoint a colored citizen to an assistant attorney: 
generalship. An assistant; mind you. and nota special 
assistant to some special agsistant, as has uually been the 
Jerey practice. It would make.good reading to see the name 
of ‘a colored citizen listed in the Red Book which carries 
the roster of major legal officers of the state. 

There is reason ‘aplenty to-believe that Mr. Edge is 
big enough and democratic enough to see the value’ of the 
modest suggestions we make here. He is, after all, the 
democratically chosen executive of a community of demo- 
cratic people, and, on his past ‘record, an able one.

Judge Brown’s refusal to bail 
Longo was then seized by left wing 
elements as another action, to bol- 
ster their case that the.

But Brown could not release 
Longo in bail unless the Court had 
reasonable doubt. of Longo’s guilt. 
Judge Brown held no such doubt. 
His refusal to bail Longo was 
based on the N. J. Statute which 
plainly states a trial judge cannot 
release a- defendant on bail unless 
the court has such reasonable 
doubt of his guilt.. The*law does 


allow that defendant to appeal to | 


a Supreme-—Court-Justice for bail- 
ing. The Supreme Court Justice 
can allow the bail without giving 
any reason_or-stating why. he-has 
daubht of the defendants~guilt. 
Longo used this. provision of the 
law and went before Chief Justice 


Brogan for bail and Brogan signed 


a certificate of reasonable doubt. 
Longo returned to Judge Brown 
who was then obligated to release 
him which he did under bail of 
$5,000. 

Longo and his friends assailed 
Judge Brown throughout the case 
and continued to do so after the 
trial, although Judge Brown mere- 
ly followed the law in every move 


in the case. Action by Longo sup- |’ 


porters is viewed as tantamount 
to attacking a Judge because a jury 
has found a defendant guilty, and 
this is opposed to all technical law 
procedures,
